The disclosure of the uncertain status of the 
House came like a revelation to all parties. 
It followed right on the heels of the closing of 
the debate, when nobody was looking for a 
decisive vote ou any of the preliminary ques- 
tions. Bland thought ne had a majority of 
twenty-two to prevent his bill being eitner 
tabled or recommitted and his opponents con- 
ceded him twelve to fifteen. During the aft- 
ernoon Tracey, Harter, George Fred Will- 
iams, Rayner, and other of the anti-silver 
Democrats held anxious conferences with the 
Republican leaders. They said there were 
probably a dozen wavering Democrats who 
would swallow their records and vote 
against silver on the first propositions if as- 
sured that the Republican lines were as solid 
as reported. These men were told that the 
lines were more solid—that ten or eleven was 
the limit of Republican followers of Bland. 
They were further told that the Republican 
policy was not to hel out either faction in a 
Democratic family row; that no aid would be 
given filibustering, but that if the anti-silver 
Democrats would muster their strength at the 
start they would have a chance to kill the gill 
by a motion which would be made on the Re- 
publican side, So when Chairman Bland 
called the previous question at 5 o’clock on 
the bill Mr. Burrows, for the Republicans, 
promptly putin a motion to tableit. He 
quoted the rules which gave this motion pre- 
cedence, and the Speaker was obliged to put 
it without hindrance. The voting, therefor, 
began without oratorical fireworks of any 
sort. As the roll-call went forward it was 
found that there were surprisingly few ab- 
sentees. It was also noted that the vote in 
favor of tabling was larger than had been sup- 


When Danger Was Scented. 

The silver men did not scent danger until 
the cail of the absentees began. Then they 
found that Republican leadership against free 
silver was a good deal more dangerous than 
Democratic leadership, for most of the waver- 
ing Democrats were enrolling themselves un- 
dér Mr. Burrows’ banner. Some of the anti- 
silver Democrats who were keep:ng tally grew 
exultant and flourished their lists above 
their heads. Mr. Bland sat in his chair 
still confident that he had a safe 
majority, but his alarmed lieutenants 
were scurrying around the cloak-rooms 
hunting up recruits. It was known that a 
single vote might settle the fate of the bill. 
There was some applause when, Mr. 
voted against tabling and also when Mr. Mc- 
Miflin did the same thing. While some 
of the Cleveland men, like W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge, had to vote on the free silver side be- 
cause of local sentiment, it was noted that the 
fight was taking pretty nearly the old lines, 
and the free-coinage Democrats who were 
going back on their records were the pro- 
nounced Cleveland men. This made the in- 
terest dramatic when the name of Mr. Rock- 
well of New York was called, for the decision 


might rest with him. He saw there was no 


chance to dodge and he voted with the free sil- 
ver men against tabling the Bland bill. A 
hurrah went up. “Senator Hill is with us,” 
whispered the free-coinage men. They might 
well say it, for Rockwell is Hill's Elmira fel- 
low-townsman, and he is the creature of the 
Senator. Hill is trying to keep Rockwell in 
his seat in the face of an adverse report from 
the Elections committee. Rockwell’s vote on 
this supreme test was a bid for himself, but 
at the same time he gave Hill a tremendous 
boost among the Southern free-silver men. 


Tom Johnson of Ohio was another man 


whose vote was watched closely. Johnson is 
a rampant free trade admirer of Grover 
Cleveland, but he has also been a radical 
free silver advocate. Senator Calvin S. Brice, 
who had undertaken the contract of keeping 
the Democratic House from committing itself 
to free silver, sat by Johnson's side urging 
him to vote in favor of Mr. Burrows’ motion 


to table. But when he had to answer Johnson 


went on record in the negative, and Brice’s 
face seemed to lengthen a full twelve inches. 
Intense Strain on the Members. 

The anti-silver men when the last vote was 
recorded and the recapitulation began still be- 
lieved that they had a majority of one or two, 
The silver men feared the same thing. Mr. 
Enloe of Tennessee, a free-comage member, 
had come in and wanted to vote, too late. Mr. 
Herbert of Alabama, who has already declined 
a renomination and is therefore ready to defy 
the silver sentiment of his State, also wanted 
to go on record in favor of tabling the Bland 
bill, but he had not answered the regular roll 
calls and his vote was ruled out. The silver 
members in many cases showed their nervous- 
ness by asking how they were recorded. 

In every case it was found that they were re- 
corded on what they think the right side. By 
this time the strain on the House was intense. 
The anti-silver men began to insist that the 
vote should be announced. Speaker Crisp 
alone did not share the fears of the silver men. 
His own vote had been recorded and he knew 
just how the roll stood. When Bland in a fit 
of alarm lest he had been beaten wanted to 
change his vote m order to enter a motion to 
reconsider the Speaker shook his head warn- 
ingly. Then in a matter of fact way he an- 
nounced: ‘“‘On this proposition the yeas are 
148 and the nays 148. Not-having a majority 
the motion to table is lost. 

Great Interest in the Session. 

The last legislative day of the silver debate 
opened with crowded galleries and a full at- 
tendance of members of the House. The ut- 
most diligence had been exerted by the lead- 
ers of both sides for the last three days to se- 
cure the presence of every member who is 
not absent from the city. 

Under the notice of Chairman Bland yes- 
terday that he would at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon move the previous question on the bill 
and its amendments two hours yet re- 
mained before the program of opposition and 
delay contemplated by Mr. Tracey and his 
colleagues could be inaugurated against a 
final yote on the passage of the bill. That 


such a program would be carried out no one 


doubted for a moment. Indeed, Mr. Tracey 
himself had frankly avowed for the last three 
days that his faction would avail itself of 
every resource afforded by the rules to 
filibuster against the passage of the 
bill, and he this morning said that 
he would persist in his  filibustering 
tactics until he sgeured a vote on the 
substitute bill for an international monetary 
congress, and until the Committee on Rules 
was finally compelied to bring a rule sup- 
pressing the filibusterers and naming a day 
and hour when nothing will be in order but 
the vote on the passage of the bill. 

Immediately after the reading of the journal 
the period of general debate was extended 
three hours by the announcement of Mr. 
Bland that he would postpone the motion for 
the previous question until 5 o’clock in order 
to give opportunity for greater debate. 

Representative Williams of Illinois, a Dem- 

ocratic member of the Committee on Coinage, 
opened the debate in favor of the bill. 

„I am in favor of sound currency,” said 
he, “ but one of sufficient volume to conduct 
with ease all the exchanges desired by the 

people. If France was able for over sixty 
years to maintain the parity between gold and 
silver I say that the United States is able to 
restore to the silver coin that confidence of 
the people which existed before this govern- 
ment itself destroyed it.“ 

The speaker stated that sil ver coinage in the 


bimetallic countries had been limited, and if 


under these circumstances they had been able 
to maintain a parity, how much easier it 
would be to maintain that parity after the 
United States adopted free coinage and the 
value of silver was increased?

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EVIDENCE OF PRAUD. 


A DEMOCRATIC CONSPIRACY IN THE 
8 EIGHTEENTH WARD. 


Facts Discovered That Are Said to Show a 
Plot to Staff the Registries with Names 
of Tramps—The Matter Will Be Brought 
to the Attention of the Grand Jury—A 


Vast Number of Suspect Notices Sent 


Out—Protest Made to Election Commis- 
sion. 


Abundant evidence of a determined con- 
Spiracy to stuff the Eighteenth Ward regis- 
tries with the names of Democratic non- 
resident tramps from the First and Twenty- 


fourth Wards has been discovered by the Re- | 


publican Campaign committee of the West 
Town, and it will be presented to the. grand 
jury today if that body gives the opportunity. 
The principal conspirators have been caught 
in the act, and there will be plenty of testi- 
mony to procure their indictment and their 
conviction if the cases are promptly urged 
and.the clews obtained are properly followed 


up. 

It is charged that Fagan and Duffy, who 
have conducted a frequently-raided crap 
gambling-house in the vicinity of the House 
of David, rented about March 10 three rooms 
on the upper floor of the Grand Central lodg- 

,ing-house in the First Precinct of the Eight- 
eenth Ward. Every night since that time 
from five to ten tramps took up their tempor- 
ary abode at that place. They made no se- 
cret, it is alleged, of their intention to register 
from it and last Tuesday they were prepared 
to do so, but weakened at the last moment 
when the Republican watchers * in an ap- 
pearance in strong force, 

The colony of tramps, it is in charged, 
seemed to be under the control of one of the 
members of the crap firm—to wit: ex-Detect- 
ive Jimmy Duffy, who did not take up his 
quarters in the piace till Mareh 22, Tuesday. 
Notwithstanding this fact, Jimmy Duffy reg- 
istered in the precinct, though he is 
also registered from No, 113 East 
Eighteenth street in the Seventh Precinct 
of the Second Ward. His residence is in the 
last-named wara and precinct, as can be 
proved by five independent witnesses. He 
was transferred on the Second Ward registry 
last Tuesday from No. 1816 Wabash avenue. 
He is certainly not entitled to registration in 
the First Precinct of the Eighteenth Ward, and 
will hardly respond to the suspect notice 
which will be sent to him at the Grand Central 
this morning. 

Some Cases in Point. 

Among the other persons registered icin 
the Grand Central House Tuesday and who 
have not lived there longer than a week or ten 
days at most are: 

Bert Bell, Herman Golden, James Mackley. 
Edward Price. Hugh Rea, C. H. Smyth, Elmer 
Crofford, I. W. Higgins, J. R. Mitcheil, Albert 
Poland, Harvey Rippell, Charles Lundon. 

All of those persons have received 2 
notices. 

It has been charged that Jimmy Duffy 
has not confined his attentions to the First 
Precinct of the Eighteenth Ward. He has, it 
is said, been all over that ward. From the 
Union House on Meridian street in the 
Eighth Precinct forty-three persons have been 
registered. Many of them are friends of 
Duffy, and one of his operators in the crap 
house is an election officer there. Fully 
thirty of the forty-three are 
not entitled to registration, In the Twelfth 
Preeinct thirty persons are reported from a 
resort in the vicinity of the saloon operated 
by Jack Flaherty. There are other evidences 
of fraudulent registration. 

The Republicans of the ward have 3 we 
last two days in gathermg the facts. 
will present them to the State’s-Attorney. 
he may present them to the grand jury. 

But the investigations yesterday were not 
confined to the Eighteenth Ward. The Re- 
publican managers were alert and active in 
the First, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, and Twen- 
ty-fourth Wards. The clerks did their duty 
fairly well and the result is that an unprece- 
dentedly large number of suspect notices will 
be sent out this morning in the tough wards. 
The clerks of elections in the various pre- 
cincts called for stamps for sending out the 
notices yesterday. 

Had a Red. Letter Day. 

The Friendship House, a lodging-house at 
No. 97 Clinton street, did a land-office busi- 
ness in registering transient lodgers as voters, 
aceording to what a roomer at that house 
writes to Taz Trrspunz. His letter reads: 

This Friendship House is in the Seventh Pre- 
cinct of the Eighteenth Ward. Lammorris & 
Foy, the proprietors, rounded up the lodgers like 
cattle. They were paid for their trouble, it is 
said, by one of the candidates. Out of 150 regis- 
tered from the house as voters I am sure that 75 
per cent are not legal voters under the laws of 
Illinois. The majority of the 150 were composed 
of bums and thieves. Many of them only reached 
town the day they were rounded up and regis- 
tered. 

It will be observed that the number of 
notices is quite large in the tough Democratic 
wards. In the Eleventh Precinct of the First 
Ward. for instance, where 121 names were reg- 
istered Tuesday, 135 suspect notices haye been 
sent out. In the Eighth Precinct the new 
registration was 208—the number of suspect 
notices 150. Inthe Ninth Precinct, registra- 
tion 199; suspect notices, 129. In the Tenth, 
registration 109: suspect notices, 150. In the 
Thira, registration 116; suspect notices, 86. 
In the first four precincts of the Second Ward 
the registration was 101, 105, 132, and 63— 
the suspect notices are 80, 57, 90, and 90. 

The clerks of election, as was feared, have 
miserably failed in the Sixteenth Ward. In 
the Polish precincts the average registra- 
tion 1s fifty a precinct. The suspect notices 
will not average thirty to the precin 2t. 

In the Seventeenth Ward the work was done 
fairly well. In the river precincts the num- 
ber of suspect notices is about 75° per cent of 
the new régistration, which is not bad. 

The best work has béen done, however, in 
the Eighteenth, where the erasures tomorrow 
evening, consequent on the suspect notices, 
will probably equal the number of newly reg- 
istered. Good work has also been done in 
the Twenty-fourth, where it is probable the 
tough precinct vote will be kept within legiti- 
mate bounds. 

The clerks in the other wards have, as a 
rule, attended to their work with diligence 
and the result will de an honest vote, in all 
probability. 

Democrats Enter a Protest. 
All the members of the Election Commis- 


sioners’ Board were present at yesterday’s 


meeting. W. C. Asay, Roger Sullivan, and J. 
H. Farrell of the Democratic Central com mit- 
tee protested against so many suspect notices 
being sent to Democratic voters, They 
claimed it tended todiscourage and dishearten 
timid Democrats of the First Ward. Timid 
Democrats of the First Ward is good! They 
entered formal complaint against the clerxs 
of the First Ward precincts numbered 
1, 2, 4 5 8, 9, 10. 13, 15, and 
17, and generally against all the 
clerks in the Eighth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, 
and Twenty-fourth Wards. They say 943 sus- 
pect notices had been sent to Democrats in 
the First Ward precincts ‘mentioned, and that 
it tended to disfranchise the entire bashful 
end of the Democratie party. :

Chairman Stickney’s Organization of the 
Chicago Great Western. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., March 24.—[ Special. —A 
paper prints the following in connection with 
an interview on the developments of the re- 
cent Kansas City leasing to the Chicago Great 
Western railway: “It is my humble opinion,” 
says the informant, that Chairman Stick- 
ney’s organization of the Chicago Great West- 
ern railway company is the pre- 
cursor of President Hill's gigantic 
plan. He will have a line from 
Puget Sound to St. Paul and Chicago, a tune 
from Sioux City to St. Paul and Duluth, a 
line from Sioux City to Chicago, and another 
from Sioux City to Kansas City. If, as con- 
templated heretofore, the Pacific Short Line 
is completed to Ogden or thereabouts, there 
will be additional territory to draw trom, with 
the possibility of a line from the Great North- 
ern at Spokane to some point on the Short 
Line. Therefore, taking everything into 
consideration, I have every reason to expect 
the formation of a great railway system, to 
be composed of the Great Northern, the Chi- 
cago Great Western, the Sioux City and

FOR HIGHER TRACKS. 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL WORLD'S 
) FAIR ORDINANCE, 


It Provides for Elevation Beginning at 
Forty-seventh Street and Continuing to 
Sixty-seventh Street—The Height to Vary 
from Seven and One- Half to Nine Feet 
All Streets to Be Carried Under the 
Road— The Work to Be Completed by 
May 1. 1893, 


At the special meeting of the Council yes- 
terday—which, by the way, was quite brief 
one of the most important ordinances in the 
history of the city was presented and appro- 
priately referred. It is the much-talked-of 
ordinance for the elevation of the tracks of 
the Illinois Central railroad company from 
Forty-seventh to Sixty-seventh streets, to a 
height varying from seven and one-half to 
nine feet, and so as to carry the cross streets, 
depressed from two and. one-half to four feet, 
under the tracks, leaving an overhead space of 
from eleven to twelve and one-half feet. The 
main provisions of the ordinance are as fol- 


WHeEreEas, In order to provide increased facili- 
ties for the conveyance of passengers and freight 
to and from Jackson Park during the continu- 
ance of the World’s Fair, and to remove, as far as 
practicable, impediments to the future use of the 
public streets intersecting the tracks of the Illi- 
nois Central between Fifty-first and Sixty-third 
streets, both inclusive, the public interests im- 
peratively require that the railroad tracks of that 
company between the aforesaid limits shall be 
raised to a sufficient height above the present sur- 
face to admit of the intervening streets being car- 
ried under the said tracks; be it therefore 

Ordained, That permi@ion and authority are 
hereby given to the Illinois Central company and 
the same is lrereby required to elevate its road- 
beds and tracks between the north line of Fifty- 
first street and the south line of Sixty-third street 
to the height of eighteen feet above the city datum 
at Fifty-first street, then rising by a gradual 
ascent to nineteen feet above city datum at Fifty- 
third street, which elevation shall be maintained 
as far south as the south line of Sixty-third street. 

A New Roadbed Required. 

The railroad track being laid upon the elevated 
roadbed may be connected with the surface track 
at each end by the use of such’ gradients as the 
company shall deem necessary for the efficient 
operation of its railroad.

Must Be Completed by May, 1898. 

The cost of constructing suitable approaches to 
the depressed streets under the railroad tracks 
and of paving the streeta under the railroad 
tracks and the approaches thereto and construct- 
ing suitable sidewalks shall be paid by the rail- 
road company, the work to be done in accordance 
with plans approved by the Commissioner of 
Public Works. The work shall be commenced as 
soon as practicable and continuously and dili- 
gently prosecuted, and completed by May 1, 1893. 

The road shall be at liberty and is authorized 
and permitted to cuntinue from time to time 
hereafter the work of elevating its roadbed and 
tracks from Sixty-fourth street south to any 
point on its line within the City of Chicago. 

Though the actual elevation at the northern 
end will not begin till Fifty-first street is 
reached the ascent will begin at Forty-seventh 
street, and the present grade level will not be 
reached before Sixty-seventh street at the 
further end. 

Mr. Aldrich presented a communication 
with the ordinance, in which he said: 

The terms of the ordinance are based upon the 
result of numerous conferences held between the 
officials of said road, the officials of the World's 
Columbian Exposition, and officials of the city 
government, and are in the main the best prac- 
ticable and immediate solution of the railroad 
problems involved in this particular territory. 
The elevation of these tracks will double the 
capacity of this company for carrying passengers 
to and from Jackson Park. Careful surveys have 
been made and it has been ascertained that if 
your honorable body 
some similar ordinance requiring it to be done 
and imposing only conditions that are reasonable, 
the roadbed and tracks will be raised so as to pro- 
vide the increased accommodations and render 
both life and property in that part of the city 
through which the road passes more secure. 1 
wish to add that the officials of the Exposition 
who have more particularly exerted themselves 
in this matter assure me that they have secured. 
the waiver of claim for property damages from 
nearly every person interested in this elevation. 

The communication and the ordinance were 
referred to the Committee on World’s Fair. 

Before presentation the Commissioner had a 
conference with James Walsh, the agent ot 
the Illinois Central company, and with Secre- 
tary Butterworth of the World’s Fair. The 
presentation was the result of the conference, 
and as the plan of elevation has been approved 
by the Illinois Central company, there is be- 
lieved to be but little d ubt that the ordinance 
will be accepted by that corporation. 

Cox missioner Aldrich has firmly insisted 
all through the negotiations that the city 
should not be asked to pay a cent either for 
the elevation of the tracks or the depress ion 
of the street crossings. Whether or not the 
Exposition has entered into 4 private agree- 
ment with the railroad compan 
of the cost, Commissioner Aldrich said last 
night that he was unable to state. 

As the present roadbed of the Illinois Cen- 
tral is nine feet above datum it will be 
easy enough from the terms of the ordinance 
to determine the extent of the elevation.

ALD. POWERS ASKED HARD QUESTIONS 


What the Grand Jury Sought to Make Him 
Tell. 

There was a wild half-hour at the City Hal! 
yesterday. Aid. John Powers was before the 
grand jury,and the report came over the 
river that he had, in the Janguage of the 
boodler, ‘“squealed.”” It was not a _ well- 
authenticated report; in fact, it had no 
backing at all save its own sudden- 
ness, but it frightened the Aldermen 
who heard it nearly to death, and some 
of them have not recovered their breath since. 
Half the Aldermen who heard it reached into 
their pocketbooks to see if their railroad 
passes were all right, and there was a general 
inquiry as to the time and route of trains that 
only a general passenger agent could have 
answered, 

The report was not true, and Ald. Powers 
did not squeal, but he had an extremely 
lively time of it during the two sessions he 
had with the grand jury, and came out of the 
ordeal a somewhat chastened man. 

Powers was asked some pertinent questions 
regarding his interviews with the much-wanted 
Soule and managed to contradict himself sev- 
eral times. He did not go as far as he had to 
a reporter for Tun Trisunsz and deny that he 
ever saw Soule, but he did deny he had ever 
made any proposition to Soule to advance his 
ordinance for a consideration, or that he had 
ever toid a newspaper reporter that Soule had 
made an attempt to bribe him. 

This last denial opens up a question of 
veracity between Ald. Powers and the re- 
porter, the latter insisting that Powers said 
that Soule had made him a direct offer for his 
vote and influence. All that can be said as 
to the merits of this controversy is that the re- 
porter has a good reputation for truthfulness. 

Powers as a Historian. 

Another bit of history which Ald. Powers 
was called upon to explain was his action in 
having some $1,000 bills changed at the Metro- 
politan Bank just at the time that bills of that 
denomination were supposed to be floating 
around the Council, Powers admitted that 
he had the bills changed—which admission was 
somewhat superfluous, as Teller Dickinson of 
the Metropolitan Bank had just testified to 
that fact—but neglected to explain whence 
he had procured them. He said, however, that 
his reasons for changing the money was that 
a Democratic West Town convention, in 
which he had a candidate for the Assessor- 
ship nomination by the name of Ryan, was 
coming off the nextday and he wanted to use 
the money then. Thousand dollar 
bills would be rather useless things 
to have in a Democratic West 
Town convention, while the same amount of 
money split up in bills of the denomination 
of $10, $5, and $2 could be used to advantage, 
so this explanation was taken as good and is 
probably the truth of the matter so far as the 
destination of the money is concerned. In 
this connection it is interesting to note that 
Mr. Ryan was defeated for the nomination by 
a man named Considine in spite of Powers’ 
money, and the question naturally arises: 
„Who was Considine’s friend, and did he 
have more money than Powers?“ That, how- 
ever, is not a subject for grand jury investiga- 
tion. 

b Fatal Admissions, | 

‘Powers, however, let down the bars fora 
further and more searching investigation by 
his admissions regarding this money. He 
spoke of the matteras if $1,000 bills were 
constant companions of his, and the presence 
or absence of half a dozen, more or less, 
about his person gave him no more concern

ALD. POWERS SEEKS TO EXPLAIN, 


He Says He Got Those $1,000 Bills Changed 
fer Some One Else. 

John Powers says he is not alarmed at 
the investigation of his financial transactions 
with the Metropolitan Natioaal Bank as it was 
conducted yesterday. It is easy enough to 
account for my having large bills changed 
there, he said last night, and I explained it 
all to the grand jury.

The letter to Mr. Zim- 
mer was written on 2 a bearing the letter 
head of the firm of John Chatillon & Co. of 
New York. The firm is one of the largest 
manufacturers of the apring balance scale. 


Mr. Zimmer’s Position. 


Mr. Zimmer, the recipient of the letter, 
was a member of the committee appointed by 
the Jurge butchers of the city to endeavor 
to. get the ordinance repealed. Most 
of these firms used the spring balance scale, 
and a change would have necessitated an ex- 
penditure of considerable money. 

A day or two before the original ordinance 
was passed it is said a local firm issued a cir- 
cular to Sthe trade calling attention to the 
fact that it was unlawful to use spring scales, 
evidently under the impression that the 
Council had taken action. 

Corporation Counsel Miller yesterday 
denied that he had stated that Aldermen who 
vote for measures in the Council to get other 
Aldermen to vote for ordinances of their own 
are guilty of bribéry and may be punished. 
If such an inference,” said Mr. Miller, was 
drawn from any remarks of mine, it was a 
mistaken one. Such action on the part of an 
Alderman would certainly be improper, but 
whether or not it would be misfeasance or 
malfeasance, I should not care to say with- 
out first looking up the statutory definition of 
bribery.

PRICE OF WHISKY MAY ADVANCE.

The Trust Has Ordered a Restriction on the 
Daily Output. 

A rise in the price of whisky may be looked 
foratany time. Recently the whisky trust 
issued orders to further restrict the output of 
all the distilieries owned by it, and now all of 
the Chicago houses in the combine are run- 
ning“ short.“ Although the demand for spirits 
et this time is very brisk, the output is not as 
large as it was last fall. The records of the 
Internal Revenue office ‘show a falling off in 
the Chicago distilleries alone of 1,500 bushels 
of grain per day, which means 6,000 gallons 
of spirits daily. 

It is 4 9 that all this is an indication 
that the trust has now more complete mastery 
of the market than ever before, as it was its 
policy to keep the market well stocked in 
order to keep the price down and thus injure 
— opposition houses. These latter concerns 

ave not enjoyed smooth sailmg lately, the 
trust having thoroughly organized a “* bu- 
re au.“ the special mission of whose manager 
is to spare neither trouble nor expense in se- 
curing the trade of the independent producers 
and also their best salesmev. The scheme to 
crush its rivals is said to have been very suc- 
cessful, many wholesale houses having been 
brought to buy their goods of the trust. 


ITS CASE BEFOR . JUDGE ADAMS, 


Question of the Legality of the Mercantile 
Telegraph ‘ompany’s Business. 

The Walter C. Lloyd habeas corpus case, in- 
volving ‘the question of the Jegality of 
the Mercantile Telegraph company's 
business, was on hearing before Judge 
Adams again yesterday afternoon. The 
police who were concerned in the raid 
were called to the stand to testify what they 
knew about the cowpany’s affairs. S. C. 
Mason, chief clerk. for the Western Union 
company, said the Mercantile company 
leased from his employers and had paid the 
March rental for St. Louis and St. Paul 
wires. He produced an agreement in the 
form of a lease that had been submitted to 
James H. Townsend, President of the sus- 

company. It had not been signed, but 

set forth that the wires were leased to transact 

Townsend’s private business and provided 

that any public business should be turned 

over to the Western Union at regular tolls. 

Mr. Mason believed these conditions had been 
reed to,

ceptance of public business? asked Corpora- 
tion Counsel Miller. 

I beliéve there was, replied Mr. Mason, 
“but I don’t think it was agreed to. Mr.

Nothing 
could suit the liquor-sellers of Iowa better 
than to have the present state of things con- 
tinue. They get for very little money, or for 
nothing, rrivileges which would cost them 
dearly were high license in force. 


THE SEALS MUST BE PROTECTED. 

The reply of Lord Salisbury to the Presi- 
dent’s dispatch of March 8 insisting upon a 
renewal of the modus vivendi pending arbi- 
tration and declining to accept his proposition 
for a thirty-mile limit around the Pribylov 
Islands has at last been received, and is now 
in the hands of the Senate Foreign Relations 
committee. Though it has not yet been made 
public its contents are known, as well as those 
of the prompt and vigorous reply made by 
President Harrison. 

Lord Salisbury in his reply to the dispatch 
of March 8 declines to renew the modus 
vivendi, first, because of the length of time it 
will take to complete the arbitration, and, 
second, because pelagic sealing is not destruct- 
ive to seal life, according to the testimony of 
the British experts. Having set forth these two 
reasons for his attitude, Lord Salisbury com- 
placently and somewhat contem ptuously volun- 
teers the suggestion that the Government of 
the United States may take a bond of the 
Canadian sealers to indemnify the United 
States for the seals taken in case the arbitra- 
tion goes against the Canadian claims, and 
that the United States shall give a bond at the 
game time to indemnify the sealers for any 
loss they may suffer by American interference 
in case the arbitration goes against this 
country.” It perhaps did not occur to Lord 
Salisbury that this government already has 
refused to agree to indemnity of this sort and 
will not humiliate itself under any circum 
stances by making an agreement with Canadian 
thieves,and murderers destroying its own prop- 
erty pending an arbitration to preserveit. The 
suggestion of itself is tantamount to an insult. 
The response of the President that it is im- 
practicable, undignified, and altogether out- 
side the pale of serious consideration by the 
Government’ of the United States is what 
might have been expected from a President 
who has shown no signs of submitting to Brit- 
ish biuff and bravado. His reply is short, in- 
cisive, and to the point. He wastes no time 
in discussing the absurd reasons of Lord Sal- 
isbury for declining to renew the modus 
vivendi, as they are simply evasions and 
meant to be such. He goes directly to the 
point at issue, insists upon the renewal, and 
declares that if it—the modus vivendi—is not 
continued this year he will not hold himself 
responsible for any consequences which may 
follow. 

That is the way to talk. It is the only an- 
swer that consistently can be made to Salis- 
bury’s bluffing. It means that he will protect 
the seals against the murderous Canadian 
poachers at all hazards, and that if the British 
Government will not codperate then the Unit- 
ed States Government will undertake it alone. 
In this crisis there is no question the Senate 
will stand by the President. It may favor im- 
mediate steps to prevent the poaching or it 
may ratify the treaty and then stop the poach- 
ing. In either case the result would be the 
same. The United States Government will 
not stand by and see the seal fisheries de- 
stroyed merely to accommodate the indiffer- 
ence of Lord Salisbury to the wishes of this 
government or his desire to satisfy the Ca- 
nadian poachers. Senator Sherman put the 
case clearly the other day in an interview: 


It is now claimed that by the law of nations our 
title is not good; that seals born and bred on our 
soil may be slaughtered in the high sea when by 
the laws of their nature they are taking their an- 
nual pilgrimage. We are willing for the sake of 
peace to submit this question to arbitration. We 
only ask that the seals may not be destroyed by 
pelagic fishing while the arbitrators are sitting. 
We would giadly share with Great Britain the ex- 
pense and trouble of maintaining a status quo 
pending the arbitration, aaj will faithfully and 
honorably abide by its result. But it is asking 
too much for us at the same time to allow irre- 
sponsible and unfriendly neighbors to destroy the 
very subject matter of the controversy, especially 
when we have at pur command the means to pre- 
vent it. 

To go further back, United States Minister 
Phelps put the case still more strongly in a 
letter to Secretary Bayard Sept. 12, 1888, after 
Lord Sahsbury had drawn back from an in- 
ternational agreement to protect the seals be- 
cause of Canadian protests, The situation 
was not unlike the present ope. Mr. Phelps 
then wrote: 

It is very apparent to me that the British Gov- 
ernment will not execute the desired convention 
without the concurrence; and it is equally ap- 
| parent that the-coneurtence of Canada in any 
suth agreement is not to be reasonably expected.

FREE SILVER IN THE BALANCE. 

The vote on the Free Silver bill in the House 
last evening was a far closer one than had 
been calculated on by either the advocates or 
the opponents of the measure. Such an even 
division of sentiment and action has seldom 
been witnessed in Congress. After filibuster- 
ing on the matter till the patience of both 
sides was exhausted, the House finally ad- 
journed without decisive action, 

There can be no doubt that a considerable 
number of the Democrats who changed front 
at the eleventh hour opposed the passage of 
the bill as a matter of political expediency. A 
few of their number may have been convinced 
by the trenchant arguménts héird from the 
lips of those who proved during the debate 
that the free silver policy as outlined by Bland 
and his associates is not only a foolish but a 
suicidal one. Sut the average Democrat is 
poor alike at handling and appreciating real 
logic. So we are obliged to conclude that the 


negative were not cast with reference to the 
financial aspect of the question but because of 
fears for the result at the polls next Novem- 
ber. The negating Democrats were mostly 
afraid that the Eastern States will be solid 
against the free silver delusion, and that it 
is idle to expect success if the party be weighted 
down with that issue as one to which it is for- 
mally pledged. This has long been the con- 
viction of their leaders, and the counsels of the 
latter have prevailed so far as to leave the 
matter in the equivocal position which best 
befits the Democratic idea of allowing the 
masses to talk as they list on any matter so 
long as they vote the straight ticket. 

Still, the vote of last night places the matter 
in a more favorable light than the friends of 
honest money had dared to expect. It now 
seems decidedly probable the President 
will not be called on to exercise his veto 
power in regard to free silver and will thus be 
spared the disagreeable necessity of posing be- 
fore the world as the sole bulwark between 
the American people and their national dis- 
honor. The government will now be able to 
offer in a dignified way a proposal to other 
nations to come in and discuss the sil 
ver ‘problem with an eye to the com- 
mon good and try to arrive at a 
solution on a basis sufficiently practical 
to be enduring. It is not likely the issue will 
be settled soon enough to take it out of the 
way of the coming Presidential election, but 
it is reasonable to expect that the people will 
by that time have learned to look on it in its 
true light and turn the cold shoulder to the 
demagogues who then persist in forcing it 
upon them apart from consent by other na- 
tions to a common standard or ratio of values 
for the two precious metals, We shall then 
have escaped one of the most monstrous evils 
that have ever menaced the American people 
and be able to look back thankfully at the 
dangers passed through, not one-tenth of the 
magnitude of which was appreciated at the 
time by the great majority of those who stood 
in the shadow of the impending calamity. 


INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 

. Tae Tons publication of interviews 
with many prominent people in the West, in 
regard to the working of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law, has been followed by a wide dis- 
cussion of the subject in its principal bearings. 
This has not resulted in the suggestion of a so- 
lution that would be satisfactory to shippers 
in the States west of the Missouri. They have 
a vital objection to the long and short haul 
clause, as, if fully enforced, it would prevent 
them from enjoying the privilege of having 
their freight carried on relatively lower terms 
than are accorded to people in the East. But 
the other leading point developed in the dis- 
cussion is more easily met. It is the hole 
made in the law by the decision in the Coun- 
selman case, 3 

The provision that the shipper shall be 
made criminally liable for breaches of the 
law should not have been added to it as a sup- 
posed amendment or otherwise. It is a most 
vexatious feature and probably was introduced 
for the express purpose of preventing success- 
ful prosecution under the act. It was worked 
into the law by the cunning Southern lawyer, 
Senator Crisp, and it is reasonable to think 
he was coached into it by certain astute rail- 
road lawyers, being only a tool in their hands. 
All statutes in which the receiver of a benefit 
is made criminally liable therefor must fail of 
their avowed object, since the receiver will 
never criminate himself by swearmg to the 
fact in open court. The statutes of Illinois 
protect Aldermanic, County Board, and legis- 
lative boodlers from exposure by enacting 
punishment for those whom they sandbag and 
blackmail in consideration of granting them 
charters, franchises, and special powers, This 
provision prevents them from testifying 
against the blackmailers and exposing the 
rascals in court. Hence the latter enjoy a 
practical immunity, unless occasionally when 
their corruption becomes so open that it can 
be detected and proven without the aid of the 
other parties to the “nefarious proceeding. 
This provision of law was inserted in our 
statutes and is retained there for the .protec- 
tion of boodlers and the prevention of indict- 
ments by grand juries. It results exactly as 
it was intended and desired. No man can be 
compelled to criminate himself and furnish 
proof of guilt for his own punishment. 

The simple way in which to overcome this 
difficulty that lies in the way of enforcing the 
Inter-State Commerce law is to repeal that 
portion which protects the greater rascal by 
pretending to previde for the punishment of 
the lesser. Congress will have to take that 
step if it wishes the law to reach the railroads 
whose agents gir special favors to some ship- 
pers, thereby arcane against the rest. 
The Legislature of this State will have to 
make a similar excisibn from the statutes of 
Illinois if aldermanic boodlers are to be 
placed in real danger of legal exposure and 
punishment. In both cases the friends of 
iniq uitous action having worked ostensibly in 
the interest of strict justice while really plot- 
ting to defeat it and foster fraud and cor- 
ruption by rendering it difficult if not im- 
possible to prove the fact home upon the 
guiltiest of the parties. 

‘The prevention of unfair discriminations

THE MICHIGAN STORY ABOUT SENATOR 


HILL. 

A Detroit dispatch, printed in Wednesday’s 
Tripune, stated that Senator Hill had in- 
formed some inquiring Michiganders that he 
was nota candidate for the Presidency, for 
while ambitious to attain that high honor he 
was fully aware that should he be nominated 
he would inevitably be defeated at the polls. 
Therefore his advice to his Michigan friends 
was to send to the convention an uninstructed 
delegation which would tail after New York 
and vote as it voted. A dispatch from De- 
troit in yesterday’s paper contained the fur- 


ther information that Senator Hill gave his in- 


terviewers to understand that he would pre- 
fer a Western man as a candidate, and the lat- 
ter assert that next to himself he would like 
to see Senator Palmer nominated, 

Presum ptively there is no truth in this story. 
Men who are consumed with ambition to be 
President are not given to having so voor an 
opinion of themselves as to believe they 
would be defeated were they nominated. The 
Presidential fever ig never accompanied by 
that kind of a chill, If Senator Hill said that 
he would be defeated he should have told why 
he thought so, and he should have explained 
to his visitors when the belief in the certainty 
of his defeat dawned on him. It had not 
done so when he called his midwinter conven- 
tion to capture the seventy-two delegates of 
New York and strengthen his cause in other 
States. It had not done so when he went on 
his electioneering tour South. If the Senator 
were positively determined not to be a candi- 
date he would not keep his views on the silver 
and other questions so carefully hidden. The 
non-candidate is distinguished from the candi- 
date by the readiness with which he expresses 
his opinions on all sorts of topics, whether,he 
knows anything about them or not. 

If there is any truth in this story, and there 
probably is some, it amounts to this: That 
Senator Hill does not feel strong enough to 
make a fight for the Michigan delegation 
against the friends of Cleveland, and prefers 
to ally himself with all the anti-Cleveland men 
for the purpose of sending an uninstructed 
delegation into which he will endeavor to 
smuggle as many as possible of his own sup- 
porters. If that were the case it would be 
easy to understand this alleged expression of 
friendliness for Palmer. 

It is stated further by these Detroit purvey- 
ors of information T “inside of two weeks 
Mr. Hill's position will be made plain to 
everybody.” If he does come out in that time 
and say publicly that he will not have the 
nomination because he cannot be elected, he 
will not only show himself a far-sighted poli- 
tician, but will make it manifest that his ob- 
ject in seizing the New York delegation was 
to enable him to di¢tate the nomination of a 
man who would pleuge himself if elected to 
give Senator Hill the absolute control of the 
Federal patronage and to be the boss of the 
administration. IfSenator Hill does refuse 
to be nominated on the ground that he cannot 
be elected he will be a rare bird among Presi- 
dential aspirants.

STREET-CLEANING BY SPECIAL ASSESS- 


Some weeks ago the clergymen in the upper 
part of the North Division turned thein atten- 
tion to the subject of street-cleaning, and they 
have been studying on it ever since. They 
have finally reached the conclusion that the 
best way in which to raise the money for the 
effectual cleaning and sprinkling of the streets 
of the district in which they live is by special 
assessment. The territory in which they pro- 
pose to operate lies between Center street and 
Fullerton avenue and Lincoln Park and Ra- 
cine avenue or some street near it. If thecity 
is left todo the cleaning after the present 
fashion it will be done twice a month at the 
most. The clergymen propose to have the 
work done six times a week and the streets 
sprinkled twice a day. The section is well 
built up and has good residence and business 
streets. 

It is estimated that the cost of the work will 
be from $5 to $6.25 for a twenty-five foot lot. 
This is not heavy when the benefits received 
are considered. Stores and dwelling houses 
will be more desirable. It is notorious that if 
the funds at the disposal of the city for street- 
cleaning are not supplemented from some 
source the work will not be done, except 
in the business districts, and not there as 
thoroughly as is desirable. If districts like 
the one mentioned above will take care of 
themselves the municipal authorities will be 
able to use more money where it is most 
needed. Should this proposed plan be carried 
out in the North Division it would furnish an 
admirable object lesson. Residents in other 
portions of the city, witnessing this spectacle 
of unaccustomed cleanliness, would insist on 
an extension of the system to their own neigh- 
borhoods, and the new method would go into 
use every where, b 

If a special assessment ordinance were 
passed soon the contractors would go to work 
this spring. No money would be collected 
this year, but the vouchers draw interest, are 
taken willingly, and can be disposed of to the 
banks. Consequently the streets would be 
kept clean during this summer and fall, and 
it would be shown how the city could be kept 
decent during the following World’s Fair year. 
If this proposition does not take with the 
pr operty-owners and they set to work to fight 
it the probabilities are that it will fall through. 
It is to be hoped, however, that when the mat- 
ter is brought before them directly, as it will 
be soun, they will give it tneir hearty approval.

Must go beyond a few cheap boodlers and lay the 
heavy hand of the law upon the real ringleaders 
of the gang and the bribers. This class of men 
are the great corrupters of civic government, and 
the good of society demands their vigorous pros- 
ecution. | 

These are laudable sentiments. Few. are 
they who do not want the men who have been 
guilty of paying bribes brought to justice, and 
especially those who have bought of Alder- 
men the valuable franchises which the latter 
have sold of late. But it is not an easy task 
to catch them, and when the State’s-Attorney 
is told that he must lay the heavy hand of 
the law * on certain individuals he is justified 


in asking how it is to be done. To make 
bricks without straw is easy 2 with 75 
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eee atte sank be brought 
to justice, One is by appealing to them to 
come forward and make voluntary confession 
of their misdeeds, - This is not likely to work. 
The other, and the only practical way, is to 
begin at the bottom and work up, as was 
done in the whisky cases. First catch an 
Alderman, the bigger the better of course. 
Satisfy him that there is evidence enough to 
convict him. It is possible that in order to 
Let out of a bad box he will give the names 
of the agents with whom he has dealt on 
various occasions, Catch the agents and 
Squeeze them. In some cases they may have 
had direct dealings with the principal. In 
others there was some one between them and 
him. If any one of these agents wili squeal 
it may be possible to reach headquarters. 

The idyllic days in which the heads of cor- 
porations met Chicago Aldermen face to face, 
bargained for their votes and paid down the 
cash, have passed by. While that practice 
saved the commissions of intermediaries, 
which are often large, it had its dangers. 


Many years ago when a grand jury was in- 
vestigating municipal affairs several | Chicago- 


ans hurried off to New York and remained 
there till its sessions were over. They had 
been having pretty direct dealings with Alder- 
men, and they feared lest some ugly questions 
might be put to them, At present negotia- 
tions between Aldermen of influence and the 
men who furnish capital to buy ordinances are 
carried on through diplomatic agents in a very 
discreet and dignified manner, and it takes 
the confessions of at least two men to get at 
the whole story. 


So it is useless to be impatient and to scold 


the State’s-Attorney for not doing in a week 
that which may take him several, or which it 
may require the services of another grand jury 
to bring about. It is not customary in this or 
other cities for bribe-givers of high standing 
to be brought to justice, Can many instances 
be given? One reason is that it is a diticult 
task, and another is that these investigat’ons 
of corruption are so spasmodic. Ifa great 
deal is not accomplished in a short time every 
one gets sick of the business and it is dropped. 
If this grand jury finds out but little more 
than it has have a special one called to con- 
tinue its investigations and it is not impossi- 
ble it will succeed in making its way into the 
center of this maze of Aldermanic corruption. 
But it will be necessary to begin with the 
small fry. One catches minnows to use them 
as ö bait to catch big fish, 7

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GLADSTONE SAYS MR, CHAPLIN’S 
BILL is AN HONEST EFFORT. 


He Thinks, However, That It Falls Far 
Short of the Necessities of the Case— 
Rural Laborers Should Be Reoted to 
the Soll— Balfour Speaks in Reply—The 
Bill Passed. Second Reading Without 
Division— Wearing of the Shamrock on 
St. Patrick’s Day. | 


Lonnox, March 24.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening discussion on the bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Chaplin, President of the 
Board of Agriculture, to facilitate the acquisi- 
tion of small agricultural holdings, was re- 
sumed. Mr. Gladstone spoke on the measure 
atsome length, He admitted that the bill 
was an honest effort in the right direction, al- 
though falling short of actual necessities of 
the case. He said that the slowness of prog- 
ress on the question had convinced him 
of the necessity of rooting rural laborers to 
the soil. [Cries of Hear, hear.”] He 
wished to interpose no obstacles to the bill, 
but unless it was amended in committee it 
would certainly not fulfill the aims of its pro- 
moters, The principle of compulsion should 
be introduced. Without that there would be 
considerable danger regarding the fixing of a 
standard fair price. Compulsion would ex- 
pose the landlord to no dangor of an unfair 
price. A settlement might be referred to an 
independent tribunal. It was of vital conse- 
quence that rural laborers possessing land 
should live close to their holdings. Therefore 
it was necessary to introduce an ele- 
ment of coercive authority to secure 
that advantage. Then they must have 
small areas for action. The County Councils 
ruling large areas might overlook small dis- 
tricts. Therefore smaller administrative 
bodies were required, called parish and coun- 
cils. The government might also extend the 
provisions of the bill by authorizing County 
Councils to lease lands on fair terms from the 
existing owners. It would be an advantage if 
this could be done without invoking the aid of 
the State. [Cries of Hear, hear.’’} The 
growth of agricultural values in France 
since the great revolution in that coun- 
try had been far more rapid than 
in England. This fact was not due to the 
large farms in France, but to the small culti- 
vators. The same experiences ought to have 
the same resulta in England. [Cries of 
Hear, Hear.“] Mr. Gladstone, in conclud- 
ing his s h, said he trusted that all the 
parties in the House acting on a common 
ground would succeed in producing a meas- 
ure that would result in enormous good to the 
people. 

Mr. Balfour also spoke on the measure. He 
said that he reciprocated the spirit in which 
Mr. Gladstone approached the bill. He then 
proceeded to compare the position of the rural 
population of England with that of the same 
class of people in France, contending 
that the small Jandholders in the latter coun- 
try were worse off than the English hired la- 
borers, He denied that the principle of com- 
pulsion would improve the bill. The govern- 
ment he declared aimed to recreate the class 
of small yeomen. Mr. Gladstone desired not 
so much to increase the number of freehold- 
ers in general as to increase the number of 
small freeholders. If that was the view of the 
House it would be better to let the existing 
state of things remain, The bill passed its 
second reading without a division of the House 
being taken. * 

The Shamrock on St. Patrick's Day. 

Tuesday last a question was asked the 
government in the House of Commons 
regarding the punishment of soldiers at 
Aldershot for wearing the shamrock St. 
Patrick’s day when they were in undress 
uniform. The Rt.-Hon. Edward Stanhope, 
Secretary of State for War, today read an 
officer’s report on the matter in question. By 
this report it appears that a private named 
O'Grady wore a shamrock St. Patrick's 
day. It did not occur to the officer that it was 
St. Patrick’s day, and he ordered O’Grady to 
remove the emblem. O'Grady, in a most 
insubordinate manner replied: ‘I won't.“ 
[Cheers from the Irish members.] He was 
again ordered to remove the shamrock and he 
again refused. He was taken before a su- 

rior officer and was sentenced to forty-eight 
Sure hard labor, not for wearing the sham- 
rock, but for the style of his replies to his of- 
ficer. The House, the Secretary for War 
added, would agree with the government that 
the punishment was justified. [Cries of No, 
no,“ from the Irish members.] Mr. Arthur 
O’Connor (McCarthyi member for East 
Donegal, said the regiment to which O’Grady 
belonged was for the most part composed of 
Irishmen. 

Thomas Sexton (McCarthyite), member for 
West Belfast, wanted to know whether Irish 
soldiers were not allowed to wear the sham- 
rock St. Patrick’s day. Mr. Stanhope replied 
that when off duty they could wear anything 
they liked. It would be ridiculous if every 
nationality in the British army should choose 
to wear a separate emblem, Mr. Sexton said 
that the Irish soldiers in the Welsh Fusiliers 
were obliged to wear the leek St. David's day. 

Mr. Stanhope replied: “‘ Yes; they may 
wear a badge sanctioned by this commander.” 

Ar. Patrick O’Brien (Parnellite), member 
for North Monaghan, will introduce a bill en- 
titling Irish soldiers to wear the shamrock 
St. Patrick's day, and English and Scotch 
soldiers the rose and thistle St. George’s and 
St. Andrew’s days. 

Mr. Nolan brought up the shamrock inci- 
dent in the House of Commons again this 
evening on the third reading of the Consoli- 
dated Fund bill, Several other Irish mem- 
bers also spoke on the subject. Mr. McCarthy 
complained that instead of promising a regu- 
lation to prevent a recurrence of incidents 
like that at Aldershot the War Secretary spoke 
as if the conduct of Irish soldiers in disport- 
ing the shamrock would shake the founda- 
tions of discipline in the British army. 

Mr. Balfour said that the last thing the gov- 
ernment wanted was to wound the 3 5 
of Irish soldiers. The officer at Aldershot, he 
said, had forgotten that it was St. Patrick's 
day when he ordered O’Grady to remove the 
shamrock.

THE INHERITANCE OF MRS. PARNELL. 


Wood's Will Case Attended by a Family 
Arrangement—Scandal Feared, 

Lonpox, March 24.—This was the day fixed 
for the hearing of the Woods will case before 
Justice Jeune in the Probate Division No. 3 
of Her Majesty’s High Court of Justice. Mrs. 
Wood, the testatrix, died some years ago 
leaving a fortuue of about $1,000,000 to her 
niece, then Mrs. O’Shea, but now the widow 
ot Charles Stewart Parnell. 
and a nephew, Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood, brought 
suit to have this will set aside, alleging that 
undue influence had been used upon Mrs.

Among those present in the 
court-room today were Capt. O’Shea, who se- 
cured a divorce against his wife because of 
her intimacy with Mr. Parnell, and Gen. Sir 
Evelyn Wood. counsel and parties to 
the suit had an animated conversation which 
lasted an hour prior to the openmg of the 
court. During this discussion the will of Mrs. 
Wood was passed around for examination. 

After Justice Jeune had taken his seat upon 
the bench and the court was formally declared 
open, Sir Charles Russell, cOunsel for Mrs. 
Parnell, who by the peculiarity of English 
law was the plaintiff in the case, she bei 
the party desirous of proving the will, an- 

unced that the case had been settled dy a 
family arrangement. Ever since the trouble 
over the will first arose it was predicted that 
this would be the outcome of the legal pro- 
ceedings. The prediction was based upon the 
fact that if the case came to trial, and testi- 
mony was taken, there would be many scan- 
dalous revelations that would be painful to all 
the parties concerned. The terms of the set- 
tlement have not been made public, but it is 
believed that Mrs. Parnell, to whom every- 
thing was left absolutely, has consented to re- 
linquish to the seven claimants a considerable 
share of her inheritance.

Paris, March 24.—A number of documents 
written according to a ciphe* code were found 
n the possession of an Anarchist who was 
placed under arrest today while seeking a 
situation as a servant in the residence of an 
aristocratic family in this ¢ity. The docu- 
ments found on the IXI r when deci- 
phered, which requi the. closest study, 
proved that the family in Whose 
house the man had tried to get employment 
and had incurred the hatred of the Anarchists, 
that at a secret council of the order sen- 
tence of death had been pronounced against 
them and the man now under arrest had been 
selected to carry out their evil design. 

This man intended to poison all the food 
and liquids in the house on the first favorable 
opportunity. The discovery of this plot has 
. increased the feeling of alarm which 

as prevailed in this city since the Anarchists 
inaugurated their present series of manifesta- 
tions.

FROM A FRENCH POINT OF VIEW, 


Present German Catinet Arrangement 
Likely to Be Only Temporary, 
5 ¢ (SPECIAL CABLE. } , 

Panis, March 24.—The political érisis in 
Germany has at length come to an end, 
thanks to what we would call in France “a 
patching-up process.” Caprivi, in com- 
pliance with the Emperor’s solicitation, re- 
tains the office of Chancellor of the Empire; 
Count Eulenberg becomes President of the 
Council of Prussian Ministers, and Dr. Brose 
who is also a Conservative and a pietist of 
the same type as Count Zedlitz, has accepted 
the office of Minister of Public Worship. 

No one is satisfied with the solution of the 
difficulty, for there was really no necessity for 
an eight days’ political upheaval it, after all, 
no change was to be made. Conserva- 
tives do not know how any good can be at- 
tained by the sacrifice of Count Zedlitz, and 
the Liberals are equally discontented, It ap- 
pears, however, that Caprivi’s continuance in 
office was considered essential by the sover- 
eigns of Austria and Italy, and that the Em- 
peror’s decision is to be explaimed in this way. 

Many people think that the present ar- 
rangement will be only a temporary one. In 
1873 Bismarck attempted to be Chancellor 
without being Prussian Minister, but after 
ten months was obli to abandon the 
attempt. It is the unaninious opinion that 
Caprivi cannot hold on longer than three 
months, and that then areal crisis will take 
place, It is said that Prince Henry insisted 
upon an immediate solution of difficulty, 
the result being the Caprivi-Eulenberg com- 
bination. 

With regard to the Emperor’s health the 
official bulletin says: The Emperor is suffer- 
ing from overpowering mental weariness.” 
He is extremely anxious to be present at the 
Austrian Ambassador’s banquet Saturday, but 
that he will be able to do so is very doubtful.

IT WAS NO FRENCH DUEL, 


They Fought Without Formalities and Unto 
Death— Weapons, Cane vs. Sword.

Capt. Lemke also 
tried to get Salisch away, but the lieutenant 
soon foliowed his enemy to the hotel, where 
the encounter was renewed, and Weinmann 
received a thrust of the sword in the breast, 
from the effects of which he shortly expired. 
Salisch and Lemke have been arrested. The 
news of the affair has caused much excite- 
ment. The citizens are indignant, the general 
feeling being that Salisch took an advantage 
of his civihan antagonist in the matter of 
arms. In fact, the merchant had no weapon 


at all except his cane.

THOSE WHO HAVE PASSED AWAY. 


Harvard’s Oldest Graduate Deud. 

New York, March 24.—[ Special.] — The Rev. 
Dr. Frederick A, Farley, the eldest living 
graduate of Harvard College, died today at 
his home in Brooklyn at the age of nearly 92 
years. He had been very feeble for some 
time, and when he caught a slight cold a week 
ago it quickly developed in pneumonia, and 


death follawed. 
was born in Botton, 


Frederick A. Farle 
Mass., June 25, 1800. His father was a wealthy 
merchant. The Young man entered Harvard 
College at the age of 14 years and was gradu- 
ated in the class df 1818. He outlived all his 
classmates. He practiced law for afew years, 
but did not like tae profession, and in 1826 he 
entered the divinity school at Cambridge, 
graduating with high honors in 828. 
A call was at once extended to him by 
the Unitarian church at Providence, R. I., and 
he accepted it, being ordained there on 
Sept. 28, 1828, the famous Dr. Channing 
preaching the sermon. For over twelve years 

r. Farley remained in Providence, and in 
1841 he settled in Brooklyn. Two years later 
the Church of tha Savior was ereeted and Dr. 
Farley was chosen as its first pastor. He 
preached at this. church continuously until 
1863, when he took part in a discussion in re- 
gard to short term pastorates and concluded 
that he had been in charge of the church long 
enough. He at once handed in his resigna- 
tion and was chosen pastor emeritus. 

Dr. Farley was married in 1830 te Miss Jane 
Sigourney of Boston and four children were 

rn to them, two of whom survive. Mrs. 
Farley died in 1890 after a long illness. 


Helen Redfield Phillips. 

Helen Redfield Phillips died March 18, at 
the age of 15 years and 4 months. She was 
the daughter of Andrew J. Phillips, grand- 
daughter of the Hon, IT. P. Redfield, and 
niece of W. C. D. Grannis of this city, and 
was a young girl of exceptional promise. The 
letters and expressions of condolence. and 
sympathy received by her parents reveal the 
esteem in which their daughter was held. Her 
teachers at the Doolittle School and at Water- 
man Hall testify: in letters of sympathy as to 
the unusual brightness of her mind, her up- 
rightness, and maturity of character. 


John H. Newcomb, Spring take, Mich. 

Sprine Laxg, Mich., March 24.—[Special. | 
—John H. Newcomb died today, aged 81 
years. In June, 1841, he came to Mill Point, 
now Spring Lake, Mich., and built the first 
house and first sawmill for Barber & Mason.

CONVICT GRAY’S LIFE. 


END OF A FAMOUS PRISONER IN A 
CHESTER CELL. 


He Was on the Edge of a Pardon—The 
Strange Story of the Crime at Centralia, 
III., to Which Gray Confessed and Prob- 
ably Never Committed—He Was a Well- 
Bred and Genteel Tramp and Courted 
Death — McAdams Found Guilty and 
Boye Acquitted. 

Sprinerieip, III., March 24.—] Special. 
A telegram received here today announced the 
death of James Gray, a convict in the peni- 
tentiary at Chester. Gray was serving a sent- 


ence of ninety-nine years for murder, and prob- 


ably would have been patdoned in a short 
time. His death ends the last chapter of one 


of the most mysterions criminal cases on 


record. The latter part of 1883 the dead body 
of an unknown man was found in a box-car 
in Centralia. There had evidently been a 
murder. A few. days after the dis- 
covery of the body a man giving the 
name of James Gray walked into the 
office of a Justice of the Peace and announced 
that he was the murderer of the unknown 
man and relatad thé details of the crime. 
The justice refused to believe his story, but 
Gray was placed under arrest, indicted, and 
arraigned on the charge. He, inquired if the 
court would promise to give him a death sen- 
tence if he would plead guilty, This the court 
would not promise and Gray pleaded not 
guilty. He was tried and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for ninety-nine years, the only 
evidence against him, aside from his confes- 
sion, was the evidence of a colored woman, 
who had seen a man enter the box-car after 
dark. 

After being in the penitentiary for seven 
yer Gray filed with the Governor (Feb. 6, 

891) an application for a pardon averring 
that his confession was false. 

He claimed that he had lived in New York 
when a young man, but after his father failed 
in business he came West to seek his fortune. 
He met with disappointment and became a 
genteel tramp. He frequently resolved to com- 
mit suicide, but never could com- 
mand the courage. One night be en- 
tered a box-car at Centralia and 
found the body of a dead man, It occurred 
to him that if he could make it appear that he 
murdered this man he would hanged 
and his misery wovld. be ended. His confes- 
sion, conviction, and sentence followed. When 
Gov. Fjfer was at Chester on one occasion he 
went to see Gray and was greatly impressed 
with his story. Gray could never be induced 
to reveal his real name, saying that he pre- 
ferred to remain in the penitentiary the rest 
of his life rather than to blot the family name. 

Subsequently, however, E. K. Wright, Vice- 
President of the National Park Bank of New 
York, identified Gray as a young man who 
had Vorked in the paying teller’s department 
of the bank from September, 1868, to Septem- 
ber, 1870, leaving there with a perfectly clean 
record. His father had once been wealthy 
and a valued depositor at the bank mentioned. 
At about the time Gray made application for 
a pardon a man turned up at Minneapolis, 
who claimed to have killed the unknown man 
at Centralia and declared that Gray.had noth- 
ing to do with it. This man, however, turned 


out to be insane. Gov. Fifer has a big batch 


of papers in the case, and, as he was favorably 
impressed with Gray’s story, the chances are 
that a pardoh would have been granted within 
a short time had Gray lived. 


M’ADAMS ONLY WAS CONVICTED. 


The Gardner Bank Case Jury Acquits Boyes 
end Punishes His Partner.

HARDSHIPS OF THE TARIFF LAW. 


Gov. McKinley Appealed To by a Chicago 
Chemical Company. l 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 24.—[ Special. 
Although Gov. McKinley has been out of 
Congress for some time he is frequently ap- 
pealed to by importers and othersin business 
circles for a correct interpretation of certain 
clauses of the tariff act bearmg his name. One 
of his latest correspondents, the John Brod 
Chemical company of Chicago, complained of 
severe hardships resulting from imposition 
under the last tariff of aduty of 40 per cent 
on vials containing dutiable liquids.

FORCED TO RUN AWAY | 


MRS. WISCHENEWETZKY PLEADS 
FOR HER CHILDREN. 


The Daughter of aS Kelley Tells 
the Court Her Husband's Actions Were 
So Cruel They Drove Her from Her 
Home—Other Testimony in the Habeas 
Corpus Suit Brought by Dr, ‘Wischne- 
wetzky to Gain Possession of His Little 
Ones—Life of the Couple in New York. 


A case involving New York people of prom- 
inence that promises to reveal a long series of 
domestic infelicities of a particularly distress- 
ing nature was commenced yesterday morn- 
ing in Judge Baker’s cqurt. Dr. L. Wisch- 
newetzky, a Russian phyzician and surgegm 
of New York, has commenced “habeas corpus 
proceedmgs against his wife; Florence Kelley- 
Wuchnewetzky, a daughter of the late Wiil- 
iam D. Kelley of Pennsylvania, widely known 
as Pig-iron Kelley, for the possession of 
his three children who have been living with 
their mother in this city since Dec. 28, 1891. 

Mrs. Wischnewetzky alleges she was forced 
to leave her home and remove to Chicago 
without telling her husband of her where- 
abouts, because of his: inhuman and brutal 
conduct toward her. She ¢laims that on ac- 
count of her husband’s language and manners 
in hisown home she considered that to remain 
longer with him was dahgerous to the moral 
and physical welfare of the children. It was 
only recently that Dr. Wischnewetzky has 
been able to locate her. 

Mrs. Wischnewetzky firstmet her husband 
in Switzerland ten years ago while abroad 
finishing her education. At the time of their 
first acquaintance Dr. Wischnewetaky was also 
completing his study of medicine, Out of 
their acquaintance grew the marriage which 
took place in 1884, following which they re- 
moved to New York City, where they have 
lived until last December, when Mrs. Wisch- 
newetzky found it necessary to come to Chica- 
go in secret. Her children are Nicholas, 61 
conn old, Marguret,4 years old, and John 

rown, 2 years old. From the time of their 
arrival in Chicago until New-Year’s night the 
chilaren were cared for at No, 1080 West Tay- 
lor street. Since thattime they have been at 
the house of friends in Winnetka, while Mrs. 


Wischnewetzky has found employment at the 
Hull House. 


A Highly Educated an. 

She is a finely educated wo , and during 
the greater part of her married life s is 
said to have contributed to the support of her 
family by making English translations of 
French, German, and Italian novels. She 
also speaks the Swedish language fluently. 
Her reply to the writ of habeas corpus is that 
she is more capable than her husbang of 
caring for her children, and the testimony 
which she will bring forward ‘is intended to 
prove to Judge Baker that she is better fitted 
to have the custody and support of her chil- 
dren than the husband. 

lf Dr. Wischnewetzky’s character was ac- 
curately reflected by yesterday’s testimony, 
he is certainly a most peculiar man. In a 
pearance he does not resemble a tyrant, He 
is a pleasant looking man with heavy red mus- 
tache and beard. His hair is brushed straight 
back, revealing a broad, intellectual forehead. 
Although he has lived in the United States al- 
most ten years he speaks the English ‘lan- 
guage with apparent difficulty, and he seems 
to have the same trouble in understanding it. 
His manner is decidedly that of a eigner. 
He is said to possess much ability as a physi- 
cian. 

The morning session of the court was con- 
sumed in the hearing of the opening state- 
ments of the attorneys who are im charge of 


the case, and in the reading of the depositions

timony that while the doctor had always 
treated the children with the st signs 
of affection, he had frequently called his wife 
hard names, and was in the habit of becoming 
greatly enraged on small provocation. The 
testimony of otner servants taken in New 
York went to corroborate that of. the first 
witness. 

An interesting feature of the morning’s 
session was Dr. Wischnewetzky’s meeting 
with his children. He seemed to be greatly 
affected when they first entered the court 
room. Taking the two eldest upon his knees 
he pressed them to himself and kissed them 
again and again. The youngest, however, 
seemed to —— the society of the people 
with whom he was living. When it came time 
for them to leave the court room they crowded 
about their father, and it was only with diffi- 
culty that they were led away. 


What the Nurse Told. 


Clara McDermid, a nurse, was the first wit- 
ness who was put on the stand. She said the 
doctor was violent in his actions and inclined 
to quarrel, no matter on what subject. She 
had heard him call his wife vile names and 
they were repeated so frequently that tney 
came to be used by the children in the nursery. 
On two occasions she had known of the doc- 
tor’s striking his wife in the face, and a few 
days after one of their quarrels she had no- 
ticed that Mrs. Wischnewetzky's face was 
bruised and discolored. At another time 
Mrs. Wischnewetzky had requested her to re- 
main in the room while the doctor was pres- 
ent. Whenever Mrs. Wischnewetzky asked 
him for money or ventured to address him in 
the English language the doctor was in the 
habit of flying into a rage during which he 
made use of vile names and vented. his anger 
by stamping. The witness testified as to the 
wife’s forbearance and her care of the chil- 
dren and the duties of her household. 

William D. Kelley Jr., a brother of Mrs. 
Wischnewetzky, took the stand in the after- 
noon in the interest of his sister. He told how 
Dr. Wischnewetzky had established a medical 
institute in New York City, depending upon 
W. D. Kelley’s financial backing to make ita 
success. After Judge Kelley died the witness 
had advanced $20,000 toward fitting up the in- 
stitution, demanding one-half the income 
trom the New York institute as his interest. 
This demand threw the doctor into a violent 
rage in which his actions were such as to cause 
the witness to cease all further contributions. 
From that time he had given the doctor only 
such a portion of the income from his father’s 
estate as was required by ments 
that had been previously made, Mr. Kelley ex- 
plained at length the relations that existed be- 
tween the doctor and Mrs. Wischnewetzky’s 
family. 

Mrs. Wischnewetzky on the Stand. 


Then came the sensation of the day. Mrs. 
Wischnewetzky took the stand and told the 
story of her married life. She said she had 
become acquainted and had married the 
doctor while a student in Switzerland. He 
was without an income at the time and de- 
pended for nis support upon the money which 
she received for correspondence with the 
Philadelphia Times, and for hack translations 
of French and German novels into the Eng- 
lish language. From the first she had bor- 
rowed money from her friends until her 
means of credit were almost exhausted. The 
doctor was naturally * in his 
habits and frequently ordered elaborate din- 
ners from Delmonico's. 

Dr. Wischnewetzky never was violent in 
his actions toward his wife until 1887, a 
short time before their last child was born. 
Previous to this time he had often showed a 
violent temper upon the least provocation, but 
his wife attributed it to worry occasioned by 
his efforts to establish his medical institute 
rather than lack of affection for his household. 
In December, 1887, during one of his violent 
spells, the aoctor raised a heavy vichy bottle 
and exclaimed, Get out of the room, I'm 
afraid I'll do r to you.“ 

During all this time Dr. and Mrs. Wisch- 
newetzsky lived in a handsome house in Sev- 
enty-sixth street, which was almost entirely 
maintained by Mrs. Wischnewetzky’s earn-

She had 
rented a less pretentious residence in Harlem 
in order to live within her means, but the 
doctor felt that he should live in a more aris- 
tocratic neighborhood and blamed his wife 
with endeavoring to work his downfall.

Just before Christmas, 
1891, ne struck her in the face three times 
with his clinched fist. ö 

Mrs. Wischnewetzky said that finally she | 
could bear her ‘ill-treatment no longer and 
she fled to Chicago in secret with her children. 
for the purpose of getting them out of the 
tainted moral atmosphere of the father. She 
expressed the assurance that if allowed to re- 
tain control of her children she could easily 
provide for them. l 

This closed the direct testimony and the 
case was adjourned until 10 o’clock today.

Merriam has rendered his decisiou in the 
matter of conditional pardons for State con- 
victs. 

These regulations apply only to ccnvicts 
whe are serving their first sentenee in the 
Minnesota State Prison and are not known to 
have served for a felony in any other prison. 

No prisoner shall be eligible for a condi- 
tional pardon who has not served at least the 
minimum time prescribed by law for the pun- 
ishment of his offense unless his sentence be 
for one year or less.
